Mr. Westbrook was a devoted 
member of the S. A. K. Society. He 
did more probably, than any othar 
person for the betterment and de- 
velopment of S. A. K. He was the 
I first secretary and treasarer of the 
i Alumni ' Association «and served in 
that capacity both while he lived in 
j Natchitoches and after he moved to 
I Baton Rouge. He gave a great deal 
!of time and care to the work. He 
received no pay, and it is largely to 
;him that the Alumni Association 
( owes the preservation of its records. 

He left here in 1906 and went to 
'Baton Rouge where he was private 
secretary to Colonel Boyd and regis- 
trar at L. S. U. for some time. Later, 
he left Baton Rouge and went to 
Denham Springs, in Livingston Par- 
ish, where he was cashier of the 
Bank of Denham Springs. 

He was appointed a member of 
the board of Administrators of the 
Louisiana State Normal College by 
Governor R. G. Pleasant, in 1918, 
and was still a member at the time of 
•his death. He died at his home in 
Denham- Snrinfrs about two years ago.

Community singing, literary pro- 
grams, special day celebrations, ath- 
letic meets and community fairs are 
a few of the activities from which the 
teacher can choose her program. 

In every community one finds a 
certain amount of culture, civic 
pride, love and appreciation for the 
beautiful, desire for recreation, hope 
for progress and most certainly, an 
unlimited amount of native resources 
and possibilities. So the teacher 
who really wants to succeed in her 
work, having a deep conviction of 
duty and desire for service, will eer- 
tainlly find her place in her commu- 
nity.

TEACHER IN HER COMMU- 
NITY 

The time will soon be here when 
our graduating class will be teach- 
ing, and much that has been theory 
for many months will suddenly be- 
come reality. No doubt upon first 
contact difficult problems will seem 
impossible to the young teacher, and 
isolated districts will appear distant 
from town. 

But hold! our state has some of the 
finest, truest men and women of any 
state or country and there is no com- 
munity — however far back in the 
woods it may seem — but that has 
rome good people, folks who are hon- 
est, hardworking, law-abiding, kind- 
1-earted and home-loving. 

So the teacher going to her new 
work has truly a big job in fitting her. 
self into the life of the community. 
Her work will be the work of a lead- 
er and organizer as well as instruc- 
tor, and to best understand her prob- 
lem she must study her community 
from every viewpoint. As the doc- 
tor studies his patient, the lawyer his 
case, the preacher his flock, or the 
farmer his pigs, so must the teacher 
r.tudy her community. 

One of the greatest problems in 
the country today is that of securing 
co-operation and team-work in move- 
ments that are launched for the bet- 
lerment of the community. But in 
every locality there is a common 
meeting ground, even if one has to 
Fro to the graveyard to find it. The 
teacher's nroblem is to find the thing 
of common interest and use that as 
a pivot upon which to swing her com- 
munity to progress along helpful 
lines. 

At this time much emphasis is be- 
ing placed upon the health of our 
people, and surely there is no more 
essential factor in the life of an indi- 
vidual or community than that of 
health. In the school room the 
teacher comes into daily contact with 
representatives of almost every home 
and soon gets a general idea of con- 
ditions; then with the numerous of- 
ficials and organizations at her com- 
mand, such as public health doctors, 
public health nurses, free clinics for 
crippled children, Red Cross courses 
in home nursing and hygiene, Miss 
Agnes Morris, The Louisiana State 
Board of Health, et cetera, surely

Comparatively few know mach 
more about the metal, aluminium, 
ommonly called aluminum, than 
that it is a light metal which resists 
trust to a great extent and is used in 
jinaking kitchen utensils. Most peo- 
jple seem satisfied to leave the history, 
preparation and uses of the mstal to 
■ the chemist or manufacturer. 

Aluminium is the third most 
abundant element known, oxygen 
taking first place, with silicon sec- 
ond. It does not occur free in na- 
ture, however. It is found as near- 
ly pure aluminium oxide in the ruby 
and sapphire. It is also found in 
feldspar, mica, ordinary clay, cryo- 
lite, and bauxite. Eighty per cent 
of the commercial aluminium is ob- 
tained from bauxite mined in Alaba- 
ma and Arkansas. Bauxite is also 
ound in Georgia and Tennessee. 

As far back as 1754, DeVille pro- 
duced the metal on a commercial 
scale by a process in which sodium 
was used. His process was as fol- 
lows: He took anhydrous alumi- 
nium chloride and removed the chlo- 
rine from it by heating with sodium. 
ALCL3 plus 3NA— 3NACL plus AL 

This process was very expensive 
on account of high cost of sodium. 
| In 1880 H. Y. Castner discovered 
a process by which cheaper sodium 
could be obtained. This was a great 
thing for DeVille's process in pro- 
ducing aluminium. It brought the 
price of aluminium down to $4 per 
pound. 

Charles Martin Hall in 1886 dis- 
covered that by passing an electric 
current through a solution of alumi- 
ium oxide in molten cryolite, alumi- 
nium would collect at the cathode 
and oxygen at the anode. Thanks 
to Mr. Hall, aluminium can be ob- 
tained at about /.twenty cents per 
pound. 

Aside from the use of aluminium 
i» making kitchen utensils, it is be- 
ing used in making canteens for sol- 
diers, because of its lightness and its 
ability to resist rust. It is used also 
in the manufacturing of certain parts 
•of airplanes and automobiles. To 
a great extent it is replacing cop- 
per for telegraph wires, on account 
of its lightness and cheapness. The 
ensile strength of aluminium is not 
so great as that of copper nor is the 
metal itself quite so good a conductor 
of electricity as is copper. 

What the future holds in store for 
us in the use of aluminium rests 
largely with the chemists of today 
and tomorrow.

Mr. Guardia Speaks 

The first of these talks was given 
by Mr. Guardia, February 2. His 
subject, The University of Chicago, 
was one in which we were interested. 
There are, as he reported, about four 
hundred full fledged Professors, and 
three hundred .assistant Professors 
in the university. The buildings on 
the campus were copied from the 
buildings of Oxford, and are dis- 
tinguished by their Gothic style. 
They have size and beauty, but there 
is one serious drawback, the absence 
of good ventilation. 

The buildings are located on ,a on2- 
hundred acre campus in the heart of 
the city of Chicago, the land being 
valued at forty million dollars. 

The student body of this great 
University consists of about six or 
eight thousand persons. This body, 
as Mr. Guardia remarked, is similar 
to ours, except that it is grown 
;up in size and age also. The 
registration of the students there is 
conducted like ours. Their standing 
lines as compared to ours would be 
: about twelve to one in number and 
j length, and the time spent, three 
days to our three hours. The ques- 
tions heard on every side also bear 
a striking resemblance to the ones 
heard in our halls during the period 
of registration, such as: "Is this a 
crip?", "What kind of teacher is 
he?", "Will he give you what you 
are expecting?", etc. 

The Library is a place where a stu- 
dent from the Normal would, no 
doubt, have a severe case of home- 
sickness, for the studenti there, 
grown up as they are, are also told 
to "walk lightly" and in some cases 
asked to leave the Library. 

On the campus every type of stu-

KING AND QUEEN ARRIVE 
AT COURT 



The Carnival Fete in the gymnr- 
sium, under the auspices of the Phys- 
ical Training Department, far sur- 
passed in brilliancy and enthusiasm 
any other student activity given at 
Normal College. Novelty, extreme 
beauty, and cleverness of costumes 
added to the Carnival spirit. The 
chatter of maskers was broken by the 
sound of a Herald's trumpet. He 
proclaimed that "Day by day in 
every way the Normal is growing bet- 
ter and better." Then he announc- 
ed the arrival of the King of the 
Normal Realm. 

The King entered with his Dukes, 
preceded by the page, who carried the 
jeweled scepter on a satin pillow. 
The page was little Miss Mary K-athe- 
ly.i Caffery, who looked charming in 
her psge suit of blue and gold and 
pretty black hat with its beautiful 
blue plume. 

The King was Mr. Folse Gauthier, 
who wore a regal costume of much 
elegance, and a crown of jewels on 
his curled wig. When the King was 
seated, the Herald stepped forth 
and announced the arrival of her 
Rcyal Majesty, the Queen, with her 
maids. The Queen marched in stately 
grace to the dais.

Food is displayed on the counter, 
except soup, cocoa, and hot dishes. 
At beginning of lunch hour these are 
placed on the counter, and served 
when wanted. When the bell rings 
for luncheon, each girl goes to her 
duty. As children enter they buy 
checks according to the number of 
things they wish to eat, each being 
five cents. Each student is given a 
tray and a paper napkin. He then 
passes in front of counter and choos- 
es what food he wants, places it on 
his tray and goes to the girl who col- 
lects checks on his way to the table 
where he eats. After he has finish- 
ed he places his dishes on a table for 
that purpose. After lunch these can 
be collected and washed by a maid.

TREASURES 



HEAVY" AND "LIGHT' 



Any casual observer, or faculty 
visitor, who has been present at some 
of our literary society programs in- 
variably comes away from the meet- 
ings with a feeling that they are, in 
the main, below the standard one 
would naturally expect to find in a 
college where young men and women 
are being trained for social leader- 
ship. 

Many of the programs have the ap- 
pearance of being made the night be- 
fore and are, for that reason, poorly 
prepared, uninteresting and trite to 
say the least. To the writer's cer- 
tain knowledge a few subjects have 
been used over and over again by ev- 
ery society during the past two years. 
Cn.e would think there was nothing 
new in the realms of science, art or 
literature, worthy of discussion. Va- 
: iety has become a lost art and origi- 
r ality and imagination are merely 
rhnoxious things found in text-books 
of psychology. Many a student's 
i-!ca of a splendid program is one 
consisting chiefly of negro dialect 
r.nd closing with the spectacular fi- 
nale — the "gold dust twins." Most 
cf our programs are either of the 
"sandwich" type, having a musical 
u-.mber between two readings, or of 
the "layer cake" variety, having 
throe readings with a so-called musi- 
crl number spread over the top. 

Hie average student approaches 
his "turn" on the program with fear 
and trembling, and he ought to show 
emotion, considering the amount and 
kind of preparation he has made for 
the event. In many instances, stu- 
dents have been known to attempt to 
write a debate or memorize a selec- 
tion for society on the same day that 
the program was to be rendered. 
Every known law of learning, as the 
value of the whole method over the 
"part" method, "spaced repetition" 
over "unspaced" repetitions, and oth- 
ers, is flagrantly ignored and the re- 
sult is a poorly learned selection, 
given without any expression and 
punctuated with many promptings — 
a disgrace to the giver and a discred- 
it to the society he represents. 

The value of literary work poorly 
done, under protest, without interest 
or enthusiasm, and without adequate 
provision, is seriously questioned in 



The purpose of the lunch room fa 
to serve a variety of wholesome foods 
at a minimum price, without profit. 
This is made possible by careful buy- 
ing and selection of foodstuffs and 
skillful planning of menus. Food is 
bought at wholesale prices and me- 
nus are planned so that there is very 
little waste. However, enough mar- 
gin must be allowed to pay a maid, 
buy oil, and maintain general upkeep 
of the lunch room. 

The kitchen is equipped with four 
built-in zinc-covered tables; these 
have places for bread boards, and 
desks beneath for small utensils. An 
inside railing furnishes a place for 
dish towels and dish cloths. Kitchen 
utensils arc arranged on shelves in a 
pantry. Canned and crated foods 
are kept in a storeroom adjoinirg the 
kitchen ; all perishable foods in two 
large ice boxes. Cooking is done on 
four large oil stoves, two of which 
have ovens. Hot and cold water may 
be used ; there are two sinks. 

Passing into the dining ream, which 
was formerly the Training School 
Gymnasium, one sees a display of 
posters conveying ideas of balanced 
meals, and the importance of fre?h 
air, vegetables and fruits. The din- 
ing room is furnished with one long 
counter for display of food, a table 
for dishes, several white oilcloth-cov- 
ered tables, with benches on each 
side where children eat, and a water 
cooler. 

The menu for each day consists of 
vegetable or cream soup, cocoa or 
lemonade, a hot dish such as stuffed 
potatoes, Italian spaghetti, or scal- 
loped meat and rice, a salad, two or 
three kinds of sandwiches, and a des- 
sert. Fruit, milk, and cakes are al- 
so served. A free cooky is given 
with every two substantial dishes 
bought. 

The lunch room is under manage- 
ment of Mrs. Miller, of the Home 
Economics Department. Prepara- 
tion of food and serving of meals are 
done by a class in Lunch Room Cook- 
ery. This class is divided into three 
groups of four girls, one of which is 
chairman of her group for a week. 
Group one prepares the menu for the 
day; group two prepares what it can 
for next day, such as cocoa syrup, 
boiled salad dressing, and mayon- 
naise. -In addition this group looks 
after order of kitchen. Group three 
dusts lunch room, places flowers on 
tables, arranges dishes on counter, 



b e many schools where they are yet to 
be introduced. It is possible to serve 
■at least one hot dish in one-room 
schools and it can be more easily 
done in consolidated schools. By 
curtaining off one corner of the room 
and using the school stove, it would 
be possible even in a one-room school 
to serve soup, cocoa, and sandwiches.

LECTURES

Dr. Thomas Alexander of Peabody 
College lectured to the student body 
here July 3, and 5. His lectures were 
a continuation of those begun last 
summer, dealing with the prepared- 
ness of teachers as the first essential 
in a successful teaching career. 

Dr. Alexander was more than pleas- 
ed to return to the Normal College, 
judging from the manner in which 
he presented his subject.

Dear Editor: 

I have just read an article in the j 
March issue of Hollands on the rare , 
charm of lovely spots along Cane 
River and I was reminded, as I read, 
of the dear instructor in our college 
who so often painted in words many 
beautiful pictures of lovely Louisi- 1 
ana. 

No greater artist have I ever known 
than Professor Williamson, who help- 
ed me to find so much of the hidde". 
beauty in my surroundings — not hid- 
den beauty — no — but beauty we so 
often pass by and do not appreciate. 

Not only does he pour into the ears 
of hundreds of teachers descrip- 
tions of lovely winding bayous 
and streams, moss-hung liveoaks un- 
der which sti oiled St. Denis, but he 
instills into the hearts of his listen- 
ers a great appreciation of the South- 
land. 

Tonight memories are passing in 
review and I recall each step of my 
last term's work under him. First 
he brought before our inward eye the 
past history of Louisiana, constructed 
for us a romantic back ground with 
all of its bed rock reality. As the 
term slipped by he lectured to us, and 
from his heart, not just from his lips, 
there poured such a vast amount of 
historical, romantic, legendary lore 
in such musical cadence that it fell 
graciously upon the ears of eager 
listeners and we gained knowledge 
as never before because of its mag- 
netic charm. This was natural his- 
tory and much more. 

Geqgraphy of Louisiana was shad- 
ed and colored with romance, fraught 
with all the idealism gleaned from po- 
etry. Rocks took on a new meaning, 
sand beds told new stories, winding 
rivers whispered tales of early pio- 
neer towns. Parish names revealed 
a wealth of meaning. Romance and 
legend gave place to the study of 
birds, flowers, and trees by which 
we arc daily surrounded and which 
we usually fail to appreciate. 

Weary when my long school hours 
are over, I now gain inspiration from 
the whispering of the long-leaf pine 
whose glory is passing before me. The 
great outdoors speaks a different 
language because of Mr. Williamson. 
In the evenings, after my work is 
done, new inspiration for the next 
day's teaching of History, English, 
and Geography comes to me because 
of this great instructor. He is the 
greatest master of interpretation of 
the beauty. of Southland scenery that 
I have ever known.

Mr. George Williamson h;;s been 
with the Natural Science Department 
of Louisiana State Normal College 
since 1897. During that time he 
has seen the Normal grow from ?, 
small school to a college of its pres- 
ent size. For many years he has 
made a collection of fossils and In- 
dian relics which is the largest and 
most valuable in the South. Some 
of it is on display at the Louisiana 
Museum, in the Cabildo, New Or- 
leans. He has recently given to 
the Alumni Association of Stats Nor- 
mal College part of this collection, 
for which the Association bought 
cases so that it might be carefully 
preserved. This will form the nu- 
cleus of the Williamson Museum, 
which the Alumni Association hopes 
to develop into a valuable asset to 
the college. 

The campus of State Normal Col- 
lege is considered one of the most 
beautiful in the south, and much of 
its beauty is due to the careful plan- 
ning and supervision of its landscape 
features by Mr. Williamson. Under 
his direction two of his classes plant- 
ed the althea avenue, which has at- 
tracted much attention for its beau- 
ty -It is also through his efforts 
that the Normal College campus will 
be planted with every variety of tree 
and shrub that grows in Louisiana. 
He always cultivates the class flower. 
From his own garden he has given 
many cut flowers, principally pan- 
sies, to Normal College girls. Es- 
pecially ha: ho been generous to the 
Y. W. C. A. At one time this asso- 
ciation made almost enough from 
sales of these flowers to send one of 
their delegates to a Y. W. C. A. con- 
ference. 

Several years ago Mr. Williamson 
had lantern slides which he used to 
.demonstrate lectures to his classes 
'and the student body. Funds from 
.these lectures bought a modern mov- 
ing picture machine. On Friday nights 
he conducts a picture show. The funds

The Victrola in the men's dormitory 
is one of them. The moving picture 
is one of the greatest sources of en- 
■ ■ rtainment on the Hill. 

Mr. Williamson gives inspiration to 
further study. An example of this 
is the work of Dr. R. K. Nabours, 
who took his Ph. D. degree in Zool- 
ogy in the University of Chicago, and 
is now in the University of Kansas. 
Dr. Nabours was sent by the United 
States government to Russian-Turk- 
estan to study the wool industry. 
Through his report that industry in 
the western United States has been 
materially benefited. He says that 
he owes his inspiration and success 
to Mr. Williamson. He is one of 
hundreds. 

Mr. Williamson was one of the 
state commissioners at the World's 
Fair in St. Louis in 1904, and was in 
charge of the exhibits. He repre- 
sented Normal College at New Or- 
leans in 1915 at the celebration of 
the one hundredth anniversary of 
Battle of New Orleans, and the estab- 
lishment of peace. He was unani- 
mously elected faculty representa- 
tive to the National Education Asso- 
ciation meeting in Chicago in 1922. 

His work does not end in the class 
room. His refining and sympathetic 

| influence has helped thousands of 

'students. It is not so much what 
he teaches — that is not the most im- 
portant thing. But Mr. Williamson 
in his own life, the life of a scholar 
and gentleman, has set a standard, 
an ideal of conduct, invaluable to the 
Normal student. Beyond this, he 
has the respect and affection of every 
student in the College, and the stu- 
dents are therefore willing to fol- 
low his leadership.

TO STATE Y. CONFERENCE

The first Y. M. C. A. convention 
was held in Baton Rouge March 11- 
12. It was a success. Delegates 
were inspired and much was accom- 
plished by the convention. 

The purpose of this meeting wan to 
discuss mutual problems in the Y. ; 
to get a broader view of association 
movements; to promote fellowship; 
to get -a new vision of Christ with its 
accompanying revelation of men's 
deepest needs; to stimulate associa- 
tion activities in Louisiana; to obtain 
new power and courage in the work. 

Five educational institutions of the 
state were represented. These were 
Tulane, Louisiana State Normal Col- 
lege, Louisiana State University, 
Centenary, and Southwestern. Dele- 
gates were given hearty welcome ' by 
Prof. Sanders of State University at 
the opening meeting on Sunday. Mr. 
Sanders, in his address, said that Y. 
M. C. A. should be such an organiza- 
tion as to make any college man rea- 
lize the importance of Jesus Christ 
and his relation with Him. It should 
lead him to recognize Christ as c 
Father and man as a brother. He 
also stated that the aim of colleger 
and universities is to prepare men for 
life. No doubt a large majority of 
college men are to be leaders, and 
it will depend upon these men as to 
whether or not they will be assets 
to the nation. Surely the man who 
is a Christian is more capable of 
leadership than the one who is not a 
Christian. 

Mr. Eugene Barnett, who has been 
in China for the past twelve years, 
addressed the convention. He has 
devoted his life to the Y. M. C. A. and 
deserves much credit for wonderful 
work that he is doing tovard better- 
ing the world spiritually.

bers; and that an improvement could 
be made by placing more emphasis 
on friendship. 

Mr. R. H. King of North Carolina 
spoke on some of the larger aspects 
of the Student Association.

Mr. Williamson spoke on 
the early history of Natchitoches. 
Following are some of the facts 
learned: 

The site of Natchitoches has been 
raised from the sea and worn down 
several times. Some of the hills 
near here have been studied by ge 
ologists, and contain layers of rock 
filled with fragments of stone, sea 
shells, and shark's teeth. It is in 
teresting to know that the shells of 
a one-cell animal, the numulite, 
which are found in these layers, are 
the same as found in the stone of 
which the pyramids of Egypt are 
built. 

When man first came to Natchi- 
toches, is not known, but the Indians 
were found here by white men in 
March 1700. Some of the French 
who settled Biloxi in 1699 came up

ORIGIN OF MAY DAY 



With the month of May comes the 
great May Day festival celebrated 
in almost every college throughout 
the country. If the question pi the 
origin of May Day should be asked, I 
wonder how many could give the 
answer. 

The basis of May Day seems to 
have originated in Rome in the year 
238 B. C, in the celebration of the 
Floralia to the goddess Flora on ac- 
count of a good harvest. 

There were two distinct ideas rep- 
resented in the early May Day festi- 
vals. The first was by the pagan 
world and the other mainly by Christ- 
inn. The pagan idea was the cele- 
bration to the goddess Maia who was 
thought to be the cause of fertility, 
r.rtd the goddess Flora who gave the 
harvest. The Christian idea was 
purification. Part of the festival 
consisted in cleaning wells, 'which 
were sometimes beautifully decorated 
both with garlands, and, at night, 
with hanging lamps. There were bath- 
ing ceremonies and the ceremony of 
washing the face with dew at sunrise, 
r? expressed in the folk rhyme, 
The fair maid who, the first of May, 
Oses to the field at break of day, 
And washes in the dew from the haw- 

thorne tree 
Will ever after handsome be. 

In Mediaeval and Tudir England, 
Hay Diy was a great public holiday. 
All clashes of peonlo, young aiid old 
alike were up at dawn and went May- 
ing in the woods. Branches of trees 
and flowers were borne back in tri- 
rmph to the villag? green where 
frames were played. The dance of 
the Maypole soon became one of the 
loading activities of the day. The 
story of Robin Hood was afterwards 
introduced into the program of the 
May Day games. 

When one observes the May Day 
festivals of our modern colleges, he 
will find that the old English idea is 
still carried out, although the games 
have been modified to please the spec- 
tators of modern times.

MR. TISON SPEAKS TO 
NORMAL ASSEMBLY 



Mr. Tison, of the department of 
Physical Science, spoke to the stu- 
dents at assembly Thursday, May 3rd 
on the subject of Chemistry. 

Science is based upon experiment. 
The ancient Greeks believed there 
were four elements, earth, air, fire, 
and water and in order to understand 
these elements it was only necessary 
to think upon the subject. It is now 
known that to get any correct idea on 
a question of science experiment is 
necessary. 

At the time of the Revolutionary 
War a new impetus was given to sci- 
ence. There is more interest gen- 
erally in the compounds than in the 
elements just as there is more inter- 
est in the buildings than in the bricks 
which compose them. 

Mr. Tison performed a number of 
interesting experiments. He pro- 
duced fire by pouring one drop of 
water upon a mixture of aluminium 
and sodium peroxide. 

He held platinized asbestos in a 
stream of hydrogen generated by- 
treating zinc with hydrochloric acid 
and the hydrogen ignited. Oxygen 
condenses on the finely divided plati- 
num, which at the same time dissolv- 
es hydrogen readily. This results 
in the ignition of hydrogen to form 
water. The flame of burning hydro- 
gen was applied to a thermite mix- 
ture of finely divided aluminium and 
iron oxide in a crucible whereupon a 
brisk reaction took place. By this 
experiment a temperature of 3300 
degrees may be reached. 

Canned heat or solidified alcohol 
was produced by pouring alcohol in a 
saturated solution of calcium acetate 
in proportion of 85 to 15 parts. 

He exploded an intimate mixture of 
equal volume of hydrogen and chlo- 
rine by exposing it to actinic rays 
from magnesium light. 

Mr. Tison's talk and experiments 
were enjoyed very much by the stu- 
dent body.

Normal's presidents appear, as the 
Ideals are upheld by them — Mr. Ed. 
Shieb, 1885-88; Mr. T. D. Boyd, 
1888-96; Mr. B. C. Caldwell, 1896- 
1908; Mr. J. B. Aswell, 1908-11; Mr. 
V. L. Roy 1911-. 

The activities of our college enter 
and in grand ensemble show the vast- 
ness of the opportunities offered by 
o«r Alma Mater — Literary Societies, 
tee Club, Choral Society, Y. M.' C. 
Aj, Y. W. C. A., A. of P., Carnival, 
Current Sauce, Potpourri, Alumni, 
Orchestra, Radio, Movies, Extension 
Division, Baseball Basketball, Foot- 
ball, Tennis, Swimming, Boating, 
Camp Fire, Soccer Ball, and Laundry.

MR. GUARDIA SPEAKS ON 
INDUSTRIAL CANAL 



Mr. Guardia made an interesting 
talk at assembly period Thursday on 
the Celebration of the Opening of the 
Industrial and Inner-harbor Canal at 
New Orleans. 

Two hundred and five years ago, 
Bienville selected the spot on which 
New Orleans now stands. He chose 
wisely. Drawing his sword and 
plunging it into the ground he said, 
"Here we will build the seat of an 
empire." 

Why did he select that spot? There 
are many reasons which may answer 
the question. It was the first high- 
land Bienville saw as he went up the 
river; the curve in the river made it 
possible to place guns on the south 
side which could look up and down 
the river. The outside of the curve 
gave shipping as well as military ad- 
vantages. It gave also advantages 
of traveling because of the nearness 
to Lake Ponchartrain and Bayou St. 
John. 

On account of the lack of fuel New 
Orleans did not grow as rapidly as 
could have been expected. The coal 
barges bringing coal down the Miss- 
issippi could not get back up the river 
easily. When coal was discovered 
in Alabama, New Orleans wanted to 
get her supply there. There are im- 
portant reasons why New Orleans 
wished to have an industrial canal. 
A canal connecting the Mississippi 
with Lake Ponchartrain would open 
up twelve miles of industrial space. 
The river at New Orleans is so deep 
that piers cannot be constructed to 
provide docking space. The canal 
also provides twelve miles of wharf- 
age. 

New Orleans had been planning the 
canal for many years. The war gave 
an additional reason for a canal. New 
Orleans wanted to build ships but had 
no ship building site. 

The canal was begun during the 
war. It is 270 feet wide, 30 feet 
deep, and 5 % miles long. The lock 
of the canal is the largest lock in the 
world because it is constructed all in 
one, and has to be deep enough for 
the deepest vessel. It is 670 feet 
'or.g, 75 feet wide inside measure- 
ments and 68 feet deep. 

There are five gates, one at each 
end pointing toward the Mississippi, 
one at each end pointing toward the 
Lake, and another small one pointing 
towa: ! the Lake. 

An emergency dam is planned to 
close the canal in less than fifty-five 
minutes. It was thought at first 
that the canal would cost only four 
million dollars but it cost twenty mil- 
lions. The lock alone cost nine mil- 
lions. Then there were obstacles ! 
to overcome which had not been fore- 
seen. Layers of quick sand, and 
much marsh gas made it necessary to 
dig deeper, and in digging, logs from 
a prehistoric forest were encountered 
and the work had to be stopped to 
construct machinery to dip" out the 
logs.

St. Denis, Mr. Carlos 
Moreau, dashed in bolddly and plant- 
ed the first permanent settlement at 
Natchitoches in 1714. 

The romances of the Natchitoches 
were enacted with much reality in 
pantomime. Miss Julia Gueydon 
and Mr. Elbert Redding showed the 
legend of the Indian Princess and 
pale face lover. Miss Dorothy Mer- 
ritt and Mr. Dae Hinson brought the 
romance of Grant and the Natchito- 
ches maid to reality with a little 
scene of proposal behind the back 
fence. 

The French and Spanish owner- 
ships of Natchitoches were depicted 
in tableau and raising of the flags. 
Mi-s Eleanor Egleston danced a 
Spanish dance with much rhythm and 
character. The Minuet and the Vir- 
ginia Reel were very pretty and fan- 
tastic as they were danced by girls 
in lovely costume. The revelry of 
the slaves on the green caused much 
mirth and laughter as they imitate 
th» ".white folks." A tableau of 
distress picturing the sadness follow- 
ing the War between the States, was 
very artistic and beautiful in poses 
and attitude. 

The National Guards and Boy 
Scovts added much to the "Spirit of 
Natchitoches" in the World War. The 
arrival of Victory and Prosperity in 
^recession made a very lovely pic- 
ture as the float of Prosperity was 
rolled in by Greek-robed maidens, 
while children scattered flowers be- 
fore it. 

The progress of the Normal from 
the heme of the Sacred Heart Nun? 
to the present was reviewed in tht 
last episode. One of the most sym 
bolic dances was that of the ivy- 
twined columns. The spirit of Edu- 



cation, Miss Leo Compton with her 
Ideals, formed a group of loveliness. 
Jack Ducournau and V. L. Roy, Jr., 
won much applause in the interpreta- 
tion of the first and present presidents 
of the Normal. 

The grand procession of all the 
student activities was a big feature 
of the program. Each organization 
was very artistically represented, and 
the banners added beauty to the 
grand ensemble. Everyone then 
sang to the glory of Natchitoches, 
Normal and Louisiana. 

It was indeed an event that will be 
remembered at Normal College and 
will be an inspiration to all of those 
who witnessed it.
